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Below are Listed sone of the hikes which can be taken in the vicinity of 
the Inn. A 11 directions assume the hiker wilt start ut Bread Loaf. all 
those who wish to take such walks are urged to go in pairs. Hiking alone can 
be dangerous. 


TO THE WIDOW'S CLEARING: («approximately 3miles). From the front porch of 

the Inn turn left, t Fae the main road east until you come to the Goshen 

Trail sign(a bout = mile beyond the Inn). Turn off the road to the right, 

and follow this to a point just beyond the bridge at the empty Beaver Ponad. 
Here, turn right onto a logging road, which will lead you directly to the 
clearing. 


TO LAXE PLETAD (3 to five hours). Lake Pleiad is a beautiful mountain luke, 
clear, and a ‘good hiking distance from the Inn. Proceeding east from the Inn, 
go to the top of Hancock-Ripton pass (i.e. follow the main road). Here, the 
Long Trail crosses the highway. Turn right onto this end follow it up and 
down tntil at lest you reach Pleiad. A shelter house will be passed along 
the way. The hike may be shortened to iess than one hour by driving up the 
main road to the Pass, and hiking to the lake from there. 


THE GOSHEN TRAIL (a bout 35 miles). Follow the main road wast to the Goshen 
Trail sign, 2s indicated in the first hike listed cn this page.Turn right 
onto the road, and bear left past the red farm house up through the woods, 
Continue to bear left where the trail branches enc Pollow the old road up 
into the woods pest a big log pile; just beyond this will be = sawdust mound; 
a little way beond this a stream closes the trail. 


THE BROOK TRAILS: # 1 -- Brandybrook. Leaving the Inn go down the hill 
on the main road until you reach the first bridge at the bottom of the dip. 
Turn right on the sravel roaŭ that leads past Gilmore. Follow this until 
you come to Kirby Cemetery, and turn right, following the well-marked trail 
down to the main road just -bove the Bread Loaf Inn. 


THE BROOK TRAILS: # 2 -- The Meedows. (You muy continue this hike a s u part 
of #1, or take it cepsrately). Emerging onto the min road, you will find 
yourself at the ubiquitous Goshen Trail sien, just «cross the highwuy. 

Follow this road und cross the bridge by the little streum; a few yards 
beyond this turn onto « little roadway, passing to the right of the beaver 
pond. Proceed until you come to another bridge where a little stake with 
an arrow marks the beginning of the trail. This trail is clearly marked and 
follows the streem around to the meadow across from the Inn. 


THE RESERVOIR: (25 miles). Proceed from the Inn, behind the barn, and down 
to the road which runs aiongside the Johnson Swimming Pool. Follow this 
road past Gilmore until you rea ch the Kirby Cemetery. Herc, tury left and 
continue for half a mile to the Reservoir, which will be seen to Left, 
behind heavy fencing.
